My Dear Senor Qve$aila: In this crisfi in 
the alTairs of the Republic of Cuba, I write 
you not merelj because yoa are the Uinister of 
Cobs, accrsdited to this Govemmeot, but be- 
ctoaeyoasad I wan fatimataly drawa together 
at the Urns whoa the United States intervened 
in the affairs of Cubs, witb the result of mak- 
iog her ao independent Nation. Yuu know 
bow sincere my affection and admiration and 
regard for Caba art. Yon know that I have 
never done and never shall do anything in ref. 
erence to Cubs isve witb such sincere regard 
for her welfare. Yua also know the pride I 
felt beeaose it came to me as President to 
withdraw the Ameriean troops from the island 
Cuba and to olficiallv proclaira ber Independence 
and to wish ber Godspeed in her career as a 
(rea Repablio.

eolemo warning to your people, whose earnest 
well wisher I am. For seven years Cuba has 
been in a condition of profound peaoo and of 
steadily growing prosperity.
